government  ot  the  United  States.  I lie  sus- 
pension of  the  practice  of  impressment  was 
insisted  upon,  in  the  correspondence  which 
passed  on  that  occasion,  as  a necessary  prelimina- 
ry to  a cessation  ot  hostilities  : Xe^ociatiou,  it 
v us  stated,  must  take  place  without  any  sus- 
pension of  the  exercise  of  that  right ; and  also 
without  any  armistice  being  concluded  ; but 
C.  B.  was  required  previously  to  agree,  with- 
out any  knowledge  ot  the  adequacy  of  the

Jf  America,  by  demanding  this  preliminary 
concession,  intend  to  deny  the  validity  of  that 
l ight,  in  that  denial  G.  B.  cannot  acquiesce  ; 
nor  will  she  give  countenance  to  such  a preten 
mod,  by  acceding  to  its  suspension,  much  less 
to  its  abandonment,  U3  a basis  on  vi  hich  to  treat 
it'  tlie  American  government  has  devised,  or 
conceives  ;t  can  devise,  regulations,  which 
may  safely  be  accepted  bv  (1.  Britain,  as  a sub- 
stitute for  the  exercise  of  the  right  in  question, 
it  is  for  them  is  bring  forward  such  a plan  for 
consideration.  The  British  government  has 
never  attempted  to  exclude  this  question  from 
amongst  thuse  on  which  the  two  states 
might  have  to  negociute : It  has,  on  the  con- 
trary, uniformly  piofesscd  its  readiness  to  re- 
ceive and  discuss  any  proposition  on  this  sub- 
ject, cumin/  from  the  American  government : 
?t  has  never  asserted  any  exclusive  right  as  to 
the  impressment  of  British  seamen  from  Ameri- 
can vessel .1,  which  it  was  not  prepared  to  ac- 
knowledge, as  appertaining  equally  to  the  go- 
vernment of  the  U.  S.  with  respect  to  the  A- 
inencan  seamen  when  found  on  board  British 
merchant  ships:  But  it  cannot,  by  Acceding 
to  such  a basis  in  the  first  instance,  either  as- 
sume, or  admit  that  to  be  practicable,  which, 
when  attempted  on  former  occasions,  l.as  al- 
ways been  found  to  be  attended  with  great  dif- 
ficulties, such  difficulties  as  the  British  com- 
missioners in  1806  expressly  declared,  after  an 
attentive  consideration  of  the  suggestions 
brought  forward  by  the  commissioners  on  the 
part  of  America,  they  were  unable  to  surmount. 

Whilst  this  proposition,  transmitted  through 
the  British  Admnul,  was  pending  in  America, 
another  communication  an  the  subject  of  an 
armistice  was  unofficially  made  to  the  British 
government  in  this  country.  The  agent,  from 
whom  this  proposition  was  received,  acknowl- 
edged that  he  did  not  consider,  that  he  had  any 
authority  himself,  to  sign  an  agreement  on  t lie 
part  of  his  government.  It  was  obvious  that 
any  stipulations  entered  into,  in  consequence 
of  this  overture,  would  have  been  binding  on 
the  British  government,  whilst  the  govern- 
ment of  the  U.  SUtes  would  have  been  free  to 
refuse  or  accept  them  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  moment  This  proposition  was 
therefore  necessarily  declined. 

After  this  exposition  of  the  circumstances 
which  preceded,  and  which  have  followed  the 
declaration  of  w.»r  by  the  V.  States,  II  is  Koval 
Highness  die  Prince  Urgent,  acting  in  the

d'd are  not  at  the  same  time  invested  by  land, 
llis  Koval  Highness  can  never  admit,  that  neu- 
tral trade  with  G.  Britain  can  be  constituted  a 
public  crime,  the  commission  of  which  can  ex- 
pose the  ships  of  any  power  whatever  to  be  de 
nationalized,  ll  s Koval  Highness  can  never 
•dinit  that  G.  Britain  can  be  debarred  of  its 
tights  oi  just  and  necessary  retaliation,  through 
tin-  fear  of  eventually  affecting  the  interest  of 
;t  neutral.  His  Royal  Highness  can  never  ad- 
mit that  in  die  exercise  of  the  undoubted  and 
hitherto  undisputed  right  of  searching  neu- 
tral merchant  vessels  in  time  of  war,  the  im- 
p,  essmentof  British  seamen,  when  found  there- 
in, can  be  deemed  any  violation  of  a neutral 
flag.  Neither  can  he  admit  the  taking  such 
t eamen  f?*oin  on  board  such  vessels,  can  be  con- 
sidered by  any  neutral  state  as  a hostile  nieas 
ure,  or  a justifiable  oause  of  war. 

There  is  no  right  more  clearly  established, 
than  the  right  which  a sovereign  has  to  the 
allegiance  of  his  subjects,  more  especially  in 
time  of  war.  Their  allegiance  is  no  optional 
duty,  which  they  can  decline,  and  resume  at 
pleasure.  It  is  a call  which  they  are  bound  to 
obey  ; it  began  with  their  birth,  and  can  only 
terminate  With  their  existence.  Ifa  similarity 
of  language  and  m timers  may  make  the  exer- 
cise of  this  right  more  liable  to  partial  mis- 
takes  and  occasional  abuse,  when  practised  to- 
wards vessels  •!  the  U.  S — th*e  same  circum- 
stances make  it  G#  a right,  with  the  exercise 
©f  which,  in  regard  to  such  vessels,  it  is  more 
difficult  to  dispense  But  if,  to  the  practice 
vf  the  U.  S to  harbor  British  seamen,  be  add- 
ed their  assumed  right  to  transfer  the  allegi- 
ance of  British  subjects,  and  thus  to  cancel 
the  jurisdiction  of  their  legitimate  sovereign, 
by  acts  of  naturalization  and  certificates  of 
cit  z r.ship,  which  they  pretend  to  be  as  valid 
out  of  their  own  territory,  as  within  it,  it  is 
obvious  that  to  abandon  this  ancient  right  of 
G.  Britain,  and  to  admit  these  novel  preten- 
sions of  the  U.  S would  he  to  expose  to  dan- 
ger the  very  foundation  of  our  maritime 
strength. 

Without  entering  minutely  into  the  other 
top’cs,  which  have  been  brought  forward  by 
the  government  of  the  IT  S.  it  maybe  proper 
to  remark,  that  whatever  the  declaration  of 
the  TJ.

on  the  part  of  France  produce  from  the  govern- 
ment of  the  U.  S.  only  such  complaints  as  end 
in  acquiescence  and  submission,  or  are  accom- 
panied by  suggestions  fi»r  enabling  France  to 
give  the  semblance  of  a legal  form  to  her  usur- 
pations, by  converting  them  into  municipal 
regulations.  Tli is  disposition  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  U.  S.  this  complete  subserviency 
to  the  Ruler  of  France  ; this  hostile  temper 
towards  G.  Britain — are  evident  in  almost eve- 
ry  page  of  the  official  correspondence  of  the 
American  with  the  French  government.

Sir — It  is  with  the  most  bitter  sorrow 
and  distress  I have  to  report  to  your  ex- 
cellency the  capture  of  his  Majesty’s  brig 
Frolic,  by  the  ship  Wasp,  belonging  to 
the  United  Slopes  of  America,  on  the  18th 
instant. 

Having  under  convoy  the  homeward 
bound  trade  from  the  Bay  of  Honduras, 
and  being  in  latitude  36  deg.  N.  and  64 
deg.  W.  on  the  night  of  the  17th,  we 
w ere  overtaken  by  a most  violent  gale  of 
wind,  in  which  the  Frolic  carried  away 
her  mainyard,  lost  her  topsails,  & sprung 
the  main  topmast.  On  e morning  ot 
the  1 8th,  as  we  w ere  repairing  the  dama- 
ges sustained  in  the  storm,  and  re-assetn- 
bling  the  scattered  snips,  a conspicuous 
ship  came  in  sight,  and  gave  chase  to  the 
convoy.
